Famine Is Over. 


Suddenly the famine clamor has subsided. In a day-the 


word went round that no more food-stuffs were needed in 
Russia. It is welcome news, howevef late it may be in coming. 
The food forces of other lands were drawn off long ago and 
put to other work—for these great organizations do not dis- 
band, they look for another propaganda field to cultivate. 
Where the Russian relief army will appear ^next is unknown, 
butjt is pretty certain to be employed in some political purpose 
closely allied to the interests that have directed them here- 
tofore. 


It is announced now that it is better to send money to 


Russia, than food. It is another form of charity but will pro- 
vide a better income for the government by stimulating busi- 
ness. The food is in Russia: it is now requested that money 
be sent that Russians may buy it from those who hold it. 


Famines are strange occurrences, because it is so difficult to 


-.see one. In China, whose famine cries have sounded often- 
est, there has never been an actual famine of food. There is 
always food on the great estates whose granaries are built on 
foundations 15 feet high, safe above the range of the flood 
waters. These granaries represent 80 per cent of the produc- 
tion ®f the country. A flood comes along, destroys the poor 
man's few yards of plantation, but leaves the rich man's stock. 
Immediately America and other Christian lands sends millions 
of dollars to purchase grain from the rich Chinese to give to 
the poor. Let a shipload of American grain be sent to the poor, 
and the rich Chinese regard it as an unwarranted interference

not think. True we are an electric people, emotional to a de- 
gree, and subject to all the annoyances of temporary malad- 
justment Now we are joyous, viewing the world from the 
mountain top, now we are wistful—in the depths of the valley. 


Clear vision, however, sees nothing but the steady a'dvance. 


While the.blasts of winter have been chilling us, railroad traffic 
has been increasing- until it reached the heaviest point ever 
experienced for the season.

Her wonder- 
ful vitality and her will to live pre- 
vailed, however, and Mme Bernhardt 
returned to the stave the following 
September. Touring this country all of 
that season and the succeeding sum- 
mer nad not returning to- France un- 
til the end of 191S after the armistice.

tiured England, made numerous pro- 
ductions -at her own theatre In Paris 
and made tours of France and other 
European countries?. 


It was always Sarah. Bernhardt'a 


wish' to die in.,the midst of her dra- 
matic triumphs and she repeatedly de- 
clared that she- would play until death. 
"Quandtheme," which 
idiomatically 


translated, means, "in spite of every- 
thing," was a motto which she adopt- 
ed as a child- and one which she ex- 
emplified in every action of her long 
life and unparralleled dramatic suc- 
cess. 


All of Bernhardt's American tours 


were astonishing financial successes, 
some of them netting her more than 
$200,000 for a single season, and it 
has been established that she must 
have carried from $1,500,000 to $1,730,- 
000 from the United States. She also 
toured South America and 
Mexico, 


and made journeys to Austraia, South 
Africa,' every country in Europe and 
some of the Oriental countries. Un- 
doubtedly no great artist has ever act- 
ed In so many parts o£ the globe as 
Mme. 
Bernhardt.
